clares it is Essential that there shall be No

‘Hon. Mr. Justice Duff ‘gave judgment on December 
Gth, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 


_ tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 


tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Lecal Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which . 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 


“ be atr-experienced farm hand, who had been working 


on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving schoo!. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm cf 1£9 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exccptién of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father'on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 


-be employed i in agticuiturel labor,” Mr. Justice: Duff 
said:

“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 

. tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole

Hoarding of Food 


Be Checked Under Regulations 
By U.S. Food Administration” 

The hoarding of food js to be 
checked wader regulations about, to 
be issued by the U.S. food adininis- 
conhection with -its sys- 
ne all dealers. 

No licensce:. will be permitted to 
“keep on-hand or have in possession 
or under control, “by conttact or -oth- 
er arrangements, at any time; any 
food commodities. in , a quantity in 
excess of the. reasonable  require- 
ments of his business for use or sale 
by him during the period of 60 
days” or to “scll or deliver to any 
person any. food commodities if the 
licensee khows, or has reason to be- 
lieve that such a salé or delivery wil 
give to-such a person a supply * * 
in excéss of his reasonable © require- 
mentsfor use or sale by him during 
the period af sixty days next — sttc- 
ceeding stich sale or delivery.” With 
respect to some commodities. the lim- 
it is fixed at 30 days’ supply. 

Exceptions are made of commodi- 
ties which are produced in great 
abundance at certain seasons, such, as 
fruits, vegetables, fis, poultry, eggs, 
dairy products, cotton seed products 
and others... Thése may be held in 
sufficient quantities to meet reason- 
able reqtirements throughout the

In 1915 Canada imported a total. of 
1,927,313 pounds of turnip seed, and 
1,056,060 pounds of mangel and beet 
seed. In 1916 the import of turnip 
seed dwindled to 150,855 pounds and 
the import of. mangel and beet seed 
to 636,797 pounds; and for 1917 the 
figures stand 291,379 for turnip seed 
end 691,977" pounds- 3. % 
Beet seed. This means that Canada 
imported a total of these most im:+ 
portant farm. seeds, in the years of 
1916 and 1917, which’ falls short: of 
the import of 1915 alone of, roughly 
one million pounds.

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Some Indications of Western Cana- 
‘da’s Prosperity This Year 


After a careful study of available 
Statistical matter, a Winnipeg news- 
paper estimates that the cash returns 
which will be received by the farm- 
ers of Manitoba this year, for their 
crop and produce will be between 
sixty-five and seventy-five millions 
reater than last year’s, The largest 


1916 is estimated to have yiclded 
722,588, while a conservative esti- 
mate for the present year shows that 
the wheat crop in Manitoba should 
yield $199,239,760, or nearly $153,000- 
000 more than in 1916. The latter 
estimate is based upon the price of 
$2.05 per bushel, which in view . of 
the fact that the wheat is grading 
high, seems a very fair basis for an 
estithate. The acreage*in wheat this 
year is not so great as in 1916, but 


the average yicld pér acre is almost 
;seven bushels more. ¢
